4 Health Director offers tips 
to ward off mosquitoes 


The 
Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health (DPH) 


announced on Friday, October 
1 that a horse stabled on lower 
Chestnut Street Wilmington has 
tested positive for Eastern 
Equine Encephalitis (EEE). 

According to Wilmington 
Health Director Gregory 
Erickson, EEE is a rare 
human disease spread by 
infected mosquitoes. 

To combat the possibility of 
further cases, the Central 
Massachusetts Mosquito 
Control Program has resumed 
spraying in the affected area at 
the request of Wilmington offi- 
cials. 

In addition to the Wilmington 
case, two horses_have been 
identified as EEE-positive in 
Plymouth county. 
Furthermore, two other horses, 
one in Middlesex County and 
another in Norfolk County, 
have been identified as positive 
with the disease. 

Last Friday's announcement 
follows close on the heels of the 
news on September 23 that a 
horse stabled on Pond Street in 
Billerica, which is very close to 


the Tewksbury town line, had 
also tested positive for EEE. 

The Billerica case resulted in 
a collaborative effort between 
Tewksbury and Billerica health 
officials, including emergency 
spraying for mosquitoes during 
the evening of September 24, 
targeting areas within one mile 
of the horse's location. 
According to Richard Berube, 
Billerica’s Director of Health, 
the horse was one of 6 recently 
transported from Rockingham 
Park for temporary stabling on 
Pond Street 

Tewksbury Health Director 
Thomas Carbone hopes that 
such measures will stop EEE 
in its tracks, 

“By spraying for mosquitoes, 
it is hoped that the adult mos- 
quito population will be 
knocked down to decrease the 
chance of spreading the dis- 
ease,” Carbone says. “The 
Tewksbury and Billerica Health 
Departments are working 
together in a coordinated effort 
to provide public information 
and to prevent the spread of the 
disease to humans.”

Kerry can repair 
Bush’s economic mess

This year, Democrats get to ask Ronald Reagan's familiar 
question, “Are you better off now than you were four years 
ago?” No matter how the Bush administration spins the facts, 
the answer from most people I know is a resounding no. 

I ran into an acquaintance last week as I was going into a 
candidates’ night. Mark told me he spends a hundred dollars 
each week for gas driving to a computer job in Groton, 
Connecticut. “Four years ago, I would never have thought, I'd 
be happy to be driving three hours a day,” he told me, “but 
after being out of work two years, I’m just glad to have a job 
and health insurance again.” 

All over the country people have friends and neighbors less 
lucky than Mark—people who haven’t found any job, not even 
a job with a three-hour commute, or who have jobs today that 
pay much less than the job they had a few years ago. 

Economic cycles come and go. We've been through reces- 
sions and recoveries before. But if you believe the statisticians, 
this recession officially ended two years ago. The question we 
need to ask is, what have the White House and the Republican 
Congress done to address the problem? What has President 
Bush done to restore a sound economy and build a future with 
good jobs for us and our children? 

The answer is isn’t pretty. both neglect and wrong- 
headed legislation, the administration and its congressional 
allies have failed to make the situation better. Beyond simply 
failing, they have actually made things worse for people who 
get up every day and go to work to support themselves and 
their families—assuming they are lucky enough to have work. 
Let’s look at a few examples. 

For most of us, the Bush tax cuts have been smoke and mir- 
rors. The Bush tax policy unfairly shifted a greater share of 
the tax burden on to working Americans, while further enrich- 
ing the already rich. Under the Bush tax bill, the wealthiest 
one percent of American taxpayers will receive nearly 25 per- 
cent of all tax savings this year. By 2010, their share will 
increase to more than 50 percent of all tax savings. 

For the rest of us, the small reduction in taxes withheld from 
our paychecks is more than offset by slashed federal aid to 
states and municipalities. Federal spending cuts have yielded 
increased local property taxes and water bills, school fees for 
sports and extracurricular programs, and higher fees for ser- 
vices such as trash collection in cities and towns all across the 


country. 
The administration justifies its tax policy on the premise that 
giving the biggest share of the tax cuts to the wealthiest 
Americans will stimulate investment, leading to more and bet- 
ter jobs, which in turn will produce more tax revenue. We knew 
this theory as “trickle-down economics” in the Reagan years. 
It didn’t work then. It’s not working now. 
Jobs lost since George Bush took office have yet to be 
replaced by new and better ones. The number of jobs added 
since the official end of the recession hasn’t even kept pace 
with the number of new workers entering the labor force. 
Many new jobs pay less than the jobs that were lost, as any for- 
mer programmer or technical writer now stocking shelves at 
a big-box megastore can attest. 
The bottom line is that since George Bush took office the 
income of the median American household has dropped by 
$1,535. Membership in the middle class has shrunk, as demon- 
strated by a 1.2 percent drop in American families earning 
between $25,000 and $75,000 and a 1.5 percent increase in fam- 
ilies earning less than $25,000. These percentages may look 
small, but they represent millions of American workers and 
their families whose standard of living has declined and mil- 
lions more who are looking over their shoulder wondering if 
they are next. 
And what about the deficit? A deficit, in itself, is not neces- 
sarily a bad thing. Borrowed money that genuinely primes the 
pump by creating new industry and boosting employment can 
generate prosperity and ultimately produce even greater total 
tax revenue, But the Bush administration has funded its tax 
breaks with debt and a raid on the Social Security trust fund 
that will have to be repaid by our children and grandchildren. 
How will John Kerry turn this economic ship around? For i 
openers he proposes to repeal the Bush tax cut on incomes of 
more than $200,000. This is hardly a matter of soaking the rich. 
It is simply a return to tax rates for the wealthiest Americans 
that are still lower than the tax burden on the middle class 
after factoring in Social Security withholdings and property 
and other local taxes. 
Kerry offers genuine corporate tax incentives to boost job 
. He proposes to end the present tax breaks for compa- 
nies that invest in jobs overseas and to use the estimated $12 
billion this measure generates to cut taxes on all other corpo- 
rations. The resulting tax cuts for 99 percent of tax-paying 
companies will put real money on corporate balance sheets to 
spur investment. 
A Kerry administration will also implement tax credits for 
manufacturing and software industries that have lost jobs to 
outsourcing and will give tax credits to small businesses that 
increase their work force. 
To entice back some of the $639 billion in business profits 
presently in overseas tax havens, Kerry will offer a one year 
tax holiday. Companies reinvesting this money in the United 
States will pay a greatly reduced corporate tax on the repatri- 
ated money and this money will further boost employment. 
John Kerry offers thoughtful and practical programs that 
can repair Bush’s four-year economic muddle. I don’t want to 
envision the challenge some other Democrat will face in 2008 
if George W. Bush has four more years in which to pursue his 
ill-conceived economic sleight of hand.

Department of Homeland Security i is a mess 


Dear Editor: 

So you think Bush is doing a 
good job in the war against ter- 
ror? 

The good news: We haven’t been 
hit within our borders since 9/11. 

The bad news: The Department 
Of Homeland Security (DHS) is a 
mess, 

On Friday, Oct. 1, an internal 
investigation at the DHS charged 
that the department has aban- 
doned its responsibility to take 
the lead on coordinating the 
agencies under the DHS umbrel- 
la. The chief of the cybersecurity 
program has resigned, frustrated 
over the department’s lack of 
attention to security issues. 
(Boston Globe, Oct. 2, story by 
Washington Post reporter John 
Mintz) 

A DHS spokesman gave a rebut- 
tal, but really only discussed who 
is supposed to have the lead, the 
DHS or the FBI and Justice 
Department. The rebuttal did not 
lead me to believe that the coor- 
dination is actually taking place. 

Do you remember when 
Congress proposed lumping sev- 
eral agencies together into the 
DHS? At first, Bush opposed it, 
just as he opposed a commission 
to investigate 9/11. He then 
changed his mind and went along 
with it, after an overwhelming 
majority in Congress supported 
the idea. 

According to an article, “Red 
Alert,” by Matthew Brzezinski, in 
the October issue of Mother 
Jones, DHS is drastically under- 
funded, hamstrung by special 
interests, and ignored by the 
White House. It simply has not 


been able to compete for budget 
resources with the war in Iraq. 

The good news, of course, is that 
people are more carefully 
screened before they board air- 
craft. The $5 billion budget of the 
‘Transportation Security Adminis- 
tration, (TSA) is the one area 
that has been beefed up. 

But the remainder of the $27 bil- 
lion (DHS) budget has barely 
increased from where it was 
before the giant merger. 

I realize that successful pro- 
grams aren't necessarily mea- 
sured by the size of the budget. 
But when DHS doesn’t have 
enough money, some things don't 
get done or cheap alternatives 
are used, leaving gaping holes in 
our security. For instance: 

The Coast Guard cannot afford 
enough fuel for harbor patrols 
and intercepting suspicious ves- 
sels, The price of fuel has gone up 
but the budget has not. So guess 
what happens. The patrols don’t 
go out. 

Customs screeners have equip- 
ment inadequate for scanning the 
containers that come in on ships. 
They are using a $1600 device that 
gives false positives on items 
such as ceramic tiles or bananas. 
There is a device that does a 
much better job, but it costs $3 
million. To test the screening, 
ABC News sent through some 
low-grade uranium. It went 
through twice without detection, 
once in New York, once in Los 


Angeles. 

Emergency personnel are still 
waiting for. radios that work on 
the same frequency.

So you think Bush is doing a 
good job in the war against ter- 
ror? 

The good news: We haven’t been 
hit within our borders since 9/11. 

The bad news: The Department 
Of Homeland Security (DHS) is a 
mess, 

On Friday, Oct. 1, an internal 
investigation at the DHS charged 


the lead on coordinating the 
agencies under the DHS umbrel- 
la. The chief of the cybersecurity 
program has resigned, frustrated 
over the department’s lack of 
attention to security issues. 
(Boston Globe, Oct. 2, story by 
Washington Post reporter John 
Mintz) 


A DHS spokesman gave a rebut- 
tal, but really only discussed who 
is supposed to have the lead, the 
DHS or the FBI and Justice 
Department. The rebuttal did not 
lead me to believe that the coor- 
dination is actually taking place.

Tronically, today's ease of infor- 
mation has resulted in quick, 
clipped messages, smashed- 
together words, and icons con- 
veying the simplest of ideas. We 
can make contact in the blink 
of an eye, but often have noth- 
ing to say. 

In the eighteenth century, 
people wrote long letters and 
kept their manuscripts, docu- 
ments and ledgers and 
accounts by hand. Their mail 
traveled by ship or by horse, 
and delivery was sometimes 
measured in weeks or in 
months. Letters were precious, 
and were saved, often handed 
down through generations of a 
family. Sometimes they were 
bequeathed to a local historical 
society, a college, or even the 
Library of Congress. In this 
way we are able to get an aston- 
ishingly vivid picture of the life 
and times of our founding 
fathers and mothers, and so 
these letters and manuscripts 
are precious still. 

John Adams and his wife, 
Abigail, were prolific letter 
writers, most often writing to 
each other because Adams was 
frequently far from home. More 
than one thousand of these let- 
ters survive and, combined 
with newspapers, journals and 
other source documents of the 
time, have become the histori- 
an's telescope for examining 
America's "Big Bang," the 
Revolution, 

Last month, Bookends read 
David McCullough'’s biography, 
John Adams. 

I have to admit, when the 
book was published (in 2001) I 
had no ‘interest. I thought I 
knew enough about him from 
history class: a vain and prig- 
gish man, a weak president 
overshadowed by the great 
George Washington and 
Thomas Jefferson. 

The best thing about John 
Adams, I thought, was that he 
had a brilliant wife and a radi- 
cal beer-making cousin, Sam. 

I was wrong. 

This is a superb book about a 
true and honest man who 


desired nothing more than to 
live peacefully with his family 
on his farm in Braintree, now 
Quincy. Widely regarded for his 
intelligence and _ integrity, 


 Ueeaee at the center of 
nearly every important devel- 
opment of the Revolution and 
beyond. He was the driving 
intellectual and political force 
in the Continental Congress, 
aligning the thirteen colonies 
behind the resolution for inde- 
pendence. It was Adams who 
nominated George Washington 
to head the Continental Army, a 
choice that was not unanimous 
at the time. It was Adams who 
advocated, years before the 
drafting of the United States 
Constitution, a government 
structured around a legislative 
branch, an independent judicia- 
ry, and a strong executive. His 
constitution for Massachusetts, 
written before the federal ver- 
sion, is the oldest in use in the 
world. 

In the early years of the war, 
Adams served on multiple con- 
gressional committees, includ- 
ing the committee on war, 
where he developed a lifelong 
fondness for the "wooden walls" 
of a powerful navy. Some call 
him the father of the American 
Navy. 

In 1778, Adams was sent to 
Paris to join Benjamin 
Franklin in negotiating a treaty 
of alliance with the French, 
and later to Holland, where he 
fought valiantly and ultimately 
successfully to secure desper- 
ately needed Dutch loans. He 
spent the next ten years 
abroad, in France, Holland and 
Britain, where he was sent as 
America's first ambassador 
after the war. 

Returning home, he became 
the country's first vice presi- 
dent under George Washington 
and later succeeded him for a 
stormy term in office in which 
he faced opposition from all 
corners. Adams managed to 
keep the United States out of a 
disastrous war with France, but 
his inability to navigate 
America's emerging party poli- 
tics, spearheaded by Jefferson 
on one side and Alexander 
Hamilton on the other, doomed 
his efforts to a second term. As

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The National Register of

Heli Meltsner was hired by 
the Massachusett Historic 
Commission as a consultant to 
draft the nomination docu- 
ments and to perform the 
research to support them.

receiving more information,” 
Younger said. “Last Thursday 
was the first time we heard this 
plan. Right now it is a concep- 
tual plan and is subject to 
change.” 

Part of the original agree- 
ment called for a sewage treat- 
ment facility to be located on 
the site; the Town of North 
Reading will continue to push 
for that. Such a treatment 
facility would greatly assist in 
the expansion of the town’s cur- 
rent sewer system. 

The conceptual plans present- 
ed to the committee show no 
buildings on the Wilmington 
parcel of land; however, it is 
likely that Wilmington will 
experience traffic flows from 
such a project.

“This proposal circumvents 
the entire RFP process and is 
unfair to other companies that 
competed,” Newhouse said. “It 
should be put back out to bid.”

Woburn Street as a sign that 
the house was returned to patri- 
ot affiliation in that year.”

focus and pride once she gradu- 
ated from high school two years 
ago. 

“Once she moved out of our 
house after graduation, her life 
kind of went downhill,” 
Lunceford says. “I’m not sure 
she had any dreams for her 
future. Just last year she 
began wearing men’s clothes. 
Maybe she was trying to feel a 
connection with her boyfriend. 
She hasn’t looked that clean or 
well-kept during these last final 
years.” 


Sergeant Andrew LaVoie of 
the Nashua Police Department 
has assigned two detectives to 
the case. According to LaVoie, 
it is rare that such resources be 
directed towards a case of a 
missing adult because of that 
individual’s freedom to disap- 
pear at will; however, LaVoie 
agrees with Christina’s mother 
that it is indeed peculiar that 
her daughter just stopped call- 
ing her one day, especially at a 
time when she seemed so 
happy and hopeful about her 
new apartment. 

“We've still had no luck locat- 
ing her,” Sergeant LaVoie says. 
“We've generated a_ great 
amount of leads, but none of 
them have led anywhere.” 

Nor have those leads suggest- 
ed anything sinister. 

“We have no evidence of foul 
play or criminal activity,” 
LaVoie says. 

Anyone with information that 
could prove helpful in finding 
Christina is urged to call either 
the Nashua Police Department 
at 603-594-3500 or Michelle 
Lunceford at 978-657-0123. 

Lanceford hopes that pictures 
of her daughter published in 
the Town Crier will appear 
familiar to somebody. After all, 
Christina grew up in Tewksbury 
from the time when the 
Luncefords took her into their 
home as a foster child in 1986 
and formally adopted her in 
1991. As a child, she attended 
Project Head Start at the 
Tewksbury State Hospital, the 
Trahan School, the Heath 
Brook School, the Wynn Middle 
School and, as mentioned, 
Shawsheen Tech. As a young 
adult, she volunteered at the 
Pines of Tewksbury, worked at 
the Blaire House for a couple of 
years, and participated in 
activities with the Tewksbury 
United Methodist Church. 

According to Michelle

Symptoms generally appear 
between two and ten days after 
infection. Encephalitis, an 
inflammation and swelling of 
the patient's brain, is the most 
serious complication of the 
infection. Encephalitis may 
worsen quickly, inducing coma 
in less than a week. 

The risk for EEE transmis- 
sion is greatest during the 
months of August and 
September, but will continue 
until the first hard frost of the 
season ends mosquito activity. 

Erickson, Carbone and 
Berube encourage residents to 
reduce their exposure to mos- 
quitoes, especially if they live 
in the communities affected by 
EEE. 

To reduce the population of 
mosquitoes, remove any stand- 
ing water near your home, 
including rain gutters and 
drains, unused flowerpots, and 
wading pools. Change birdbath 
water frequently. 

To reduce exposure to mosqui- 


doors, wear long sleeved shiris; 
long pants, and other clothing 
that provides more coverage of 
the skin. Adults are advised te 
use mosquito repellents cane 
taining DEET, but do not use 
products containing DEET on 
infants. Instead, use mosquito 
netting to cover carriages and 
playpens. Do not apply prod: 
ucts containing DEET to the 
face or hands of children; 
Children should not be exposed 
to concentrations of DEEP 
exceeding 10 to 15 percent, nor 
should adults be exposed to 
concentrations in excess of 30 
to 35 percent. 

Inspect home window and 
door screens to ensure that 
they are in good working order.

New country, 
new lifestyle,

Before September, Kristina 
Kovalenko had never had the 
choice of a school subject she 
wanted to take. She also never 
had the opportunity to play for 
a high school athletic team. 
She also has never had the 
chance to get dressed up and 
attend a school dance or a 
schoo] prom with her friends. 

‘Now all of that has changed or 
will change for her. After a 22- 
hour flight coming over from 
Blagoveshchensk, Russia, 
Kovalenko is enjoying her stay 
here in Wilmington, which is 
just six weeks old as part of an 
exchange student program. 

She is now allowed to make 
choices she could never make 
before, including joining up as a 
member of the high school girls 
cross country team. Her ulti- 
mate choice will be going back 
to Russia after the school sea- 
son is over in June. But for 
.now, she’s making new friends, 
trimming down her cross coun- 
try time by at least three min- 
utes, and is looking forward to 
doing things she never had the 
chance to do before. 

Back home in Russia is not a 
dictatorship by any means, but 
Kovalenko said there’s so many 
differences between her life- 
style there, and here in 
Wilmington. 

“People are different,” she 
said. “(Especially) their atti- 


~ tudes, Government is different 


and environment is different 
and (Americans) are con- 
cerned with more, And some- 
times people are more friendly 

(in America) - it’s their job to 
smile to people and to cus- 
tomers. It’s not always like that 
in Russia, just sometimes it’s 
different.” 

Kovalenko grew up in the city 
of Blagoveshchesnk, which is in 
far east Russia on the border of 
China. The city is most known 
for its important transportation 
role in the regional economy, as 
well as producing such things 
as electrical equipment, paper, 
furniture and alcoholic bever- 
ages. The city’s population is a 
little under 300,000 people. 

During her school year as a 
sophomore, Kovalenko knew 
tnat she wanted to become a 
part of the exchange program 
which is paid for by the United 
States Government. In order 
for it to come to fruition she 
had to win a competition, first 
showing that she could speak 
Englishvery well and that she 
had knowledge of the language. 

She also had to prove that she 
could adjust in a new society, 
psychologists studied her and 
asked her questions wondering

So 
she elected to try cross country. 
Even though the girls officially 
don’t have a team because only 
four girls are on it when a team 
needs five, she’s really enjoyed 
being a part of the team, mak- 
ing new friends and getting 
good workouts everyday. 

“I don’t know why I joined 
cross country,” she said. “But 
in Russia everyone was talking 
about how Americans are con- 
cerned about their life-styles 
and all of them run. So I fig- 
ured to join up for the team.” 

Back in Russia, she said her

cross country team, is a junior exchange student from Russia, 
who has done quite well this far adjusting to American life, on

Defense overshadowed by offensive numbers

Lost inbetween the 399 total 
yards of offense for Wilmington, 
and the 63 combined points in the 
41-22 thumping over Newburyport 
on Friday night, was the play of 
the defensive eleven. 
Newburyport’s three scores all 
came on big plays, but the last 
two came against the JV players, 
with a 79-yard kick-off return and 
a 67-yard run up the middle cut- 
ting what was a blowout into 
what seems like a decent game 
on the scoreboard.

The Wildcat defense played 
extremely well. The varsity squad 
which came out with 3:21 to go in 
the third quarter, gave up just 122 


“At the end of the first half they 
had 81 total yards of offense and 
80 of them came off one play, so 
that says it right there,” said 
Wilmington coach Bob Almeida. 
“We played great defense. More 
than anything it shows that we 
can one run the ball which builds 
our confidence and the other part 
of it is playing good defense. We 


are really pleased that we could 
play that well defensively. 

“It gives us some promise that 
we can be a pretty good football 
team here. Defensively we were a 
little suspect in the preseason, but 
it seems like we are getting better 
and better with it.” 

Of the 15 carries, only one in the 
first half and six in the second 
half against the varsity were for 
positive yards. In the first half 
alone, the ‘Cats had two sacks, 
two tackles for negative yards 
and forced Newburyport to fum- 
ble twice on running plays, not to 
mention two other times on kick- 
offs. Senior end Brennan Jones 
had both sacks combining for 13 
lost yards for the Clippers, while, 
he also got in for a four yard loss 
on the first play from scrimmage 
for Newburyport nailing Conor 
Clancy.

Civil Air Patrol 


History 

The Civil Air Patrol itself 
has a long a. storied history. 
The following was taken from a 
release issued by the Civil Air 
Patrol. 

Pear! Harbor propelled the 
United States into World War II, 
but many Americans saw the 
AXIS threat long before Dec. 7, 
1941. Among them were nearly 
150,000 men and women 
involved in aviation. 

As early as 1938, they began 
to argue for the creation of an 
organization to harness their 
aviation resources to aid the 
nation in the event America 
entered the conflict. Their 
efforts, led by writer-aviator 
Gill Robb Wilson and supported 
by Gen. Henry "Hap" Arnold, 
resulted in the creation of the 
Civil Air Patrol on Dec. 1, 1941 - 
one week before Pearl Harbor.

“From what I’ve seen so 
far, it’s outstanding, Town 
Planner Michael Gallerani 
said. ‘It’s like the TV show, 
‘The Swan. You take the ugly 
duckling in town and turn it 
into something that’s aes- 
thetically unbelievable’ 

“According to Gallerani, 
the Love's Furniture building 
will be converted into six 
small retail spaces topped by 
48 one and two bedroom con- 
dominiums. With the condos 
predicted to sell for any- 
where between $300,000 and 
$400,000, the building would 
receive nearly $10 million 
dollars worth of investments 
and could generate nearly 13 
times more tax revenue than 
it does now. 

“And with this major revi- 
talization project expected to 
be a major focal point in the 
downtown area, the planner 
predicts that the mixed use 
project could very likely 
draw other business invest- 
ments into Stoneham 

“Currently, that building 
generates anywhere from 
$12,000-$15,000 in tax dollars 
for the town. By the time it 
sells out, it’s projected that it 
will bring $200,000 to $250,000- 
to the town. This investment 
should also trigger other peo- 
ple looking to do similar pro- 
jects. I think this will create 
part of a new environment,’ 
remarked Gallerani. 

“According to Selectman 
Tony Kennedy, who has fol- 
lowed the sale of the Love’s 
Furniture _ building 
months, he also looks for-
